ceeded To be sure It is not being 
done by cruelty but with the sign of 
the amalgamation of the Indian race 
with the white blood of the country 
Probably anv other course would mean 
that the Indian would ultimately be- 
come extinct without even mingling his 
blood with that of the white people 


Breaking Tp Tribes. 


Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs 


Fi ancis E Leupp explained the other 
iia> just what the government is doing 
vvitb tl« Indian 
He said frankly it 


was the purpose to break up the Indian 
tribes to get them to mingle with the 


tb uul the whites to mingle with 


them and in the end to merge the 
Indian with civilization 
Mr Leupp 


bas ^iven d tiiuutu of a century to 
the study of the Indian problem He is 
a tiusted Mend of the Indian and a 
believer In him, and he believes that 
the best kindness the government can 
show to the red man Is to help him 
to take up the white man's burden 
and cease to be a nomad 


There are two lines on which Mr 


Leupp and his aids are working The 
first object Is to break up the reserva- 
tions and to get white men to settle 
on these reservations and mingle with 
the Indiana 
The other object IB to 


encourage the Indian to leave the res- 
ervation and go out and work by the 
day or week or month as the white 
man does taking his chances with the 
white man 


The results from these two methods 


are the same 
They educate the In- 


dian in the ways of the white man Mr 
Leupp says it is an education by ab- 
solution 
The Indian has brains but 


he Is ultiaconservatlve 
Go to the In- 


dian and tell him he Is to be taught 
something and he will tell you he does 
not want to learn It But If the Indian 
is set down Jn the midst of conditions 
wheie he ran learn by observation and 
absorption he Is apt to learn readily 
enough 
This I sthe experience of the 


Indian Affairs officials 


The Indian leservatlons are being 


broken up by the government steadi- 
ly and opened to settlement. Lands 
are being allotted to Individual In- 
dians and tribal relations discontinued 
It wll Itabe about a quarter century 
longer to complete this work In' the 
meantime, a great deal If being accom 
pllshed for the Indian by setting him 
to work 
Little has been done In this 


way with the Indians In the northwest 
because sales of land have pn many 


of them in a position wheielu work 
was not necessarv 
But in the south- 


west manv Indians ai e taking up the 
woik of the white man
